I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  annvial  report  on  the 
health,  v'ital  statistics  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
area . 


I am  grateful  to  Dr.  J.  A.  Slattex^y,  Area  Medictil  Office?r, 
Mid-Essex,  for  providing  statistics  of  the  work  carried  out  at 
the  Essex  County  Council  Clinics  in  the  area. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population 
is  24,400,  an  increase  of  6h0  since  1971* 

There  were  in  the  Council's  area  ^31  live  births  recorded, 
male  births  continuing  to  exceed  female,  in  1971  there  being 
231  male  and  200. female  births.  There  were  l4  illegitimate 
live  births  representing  3*0  per  cent  of  all  live  births. 

There  were  again  6 infant  deaths  recorded  giving  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  l4  compared  v/ith  the  national  average  of  17* 

Th-e  death  rate  for  all  ages  v/as  10.5  which  compares 
favourably  v;ith  the  national  figure  of  12.1. 

The  tables  relating  to  the  incidence  of  notified  infectious 
diseases  axe  as  usual  included  in  the  report.  It  was  a good  year 
with  only  4 cases  of  scarlet  fever,  3 infective  hepatitis,  33 
measles  and  2 food  poisoning  cases  notified. 

The  promotion  of  health  in  the  context  of  the  environment 
continued  throughout  the  year.  Drinking  water,  supplied  by 
Colchester  Vater  Board  was  in  general  satisfactory  both  in 
quality  and  in  quantity.  There  v;as,  however,  a short  period 
during  the  early  part  of  the  year  when  the  nitrate-ni trogen 
level  in  the  Eastern  part  of  the  area  again  rose  above  the 
maximum  recommended  level  and  there  were  also  some  complaints 
relating  to  taste  and  lack  of  pressure.  Fluoride  level  at 
Terling  waterworks  continued  to  be  below  the  level  necessary  to 
prevent  in  early  life  dental  decay  later.  V/ith  regai-d  to 
drainage  and  serv-'erage,  the  Grea.t  Baling  and  Shalford  scheme  was 
completed  in  1972,  also  the  nev/  treatment  works  at  V/hite  Notley 
and  v/ork  on  the  Bradwell  and  Stisted  scheme  started  during  the 
year.  It  is  a matter  for  concern  however  that  the  Cogge shall, 
Eelvedon  and  Feering  scheme  was  not  begun  during  1972. 
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I am  gi’atoful  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  tJie  Public 
Health  Coiiiniittee  for  their  intei’est  and  support  and  to  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  staff  and  also  my 
colleagues  in  other  departments  for  their  co-oper'ation  ttu’ough- 
out  the  year.

Hr,  Chaii'inan,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasi-ire  in  submitting  this,  my  26th  report,  on  the 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District  and  the  v/ork  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspector's  and  Housing  Depsirtment  foi'  the  year  ending 
31st  Docembei',  1972.  Oiace  again  it  follows  the  usual  pattern  in 
being  largely  statistical  with  some  enlargement  on  the  more 
important  duties. 

This  could  be  my  last  report  on  the  Braintree  Rviral  District 
since  much  of  the  information  required  for  these  reports  will  not 
be  available  by  the  31st  I'iarch  next  when  this  Council  ceases  to 
exist,  and  as  such  it  is  probably  appropriate  for  a certain 
amount  of  reflection  before  looking  to  the  future. 

Public  Health,  or  Environjnental  Health  as  it  is  now  more 
commonly  known,  is  to  a large  extent  abstract  and  difficult  to 
measure  in  terms  of  achievement,  particularly  when  dealing  with 
svich  matters  as  noise  abatement  and  atmospheric  pollution,  both 
accepted  today  as  being  of  paramount  importance  to  one's  personal 
well  being. 

Many  of  the  functions  of  tlie  Health  Department  are  imposed 
by  law  and  are  to  ft  large  extent  officer  controlled  according  to 
accepted  standards,  and  do  not  therefore  call  for  detailed  member 
participation.  Considerable  responsibility  therefore  rests  on 
the  shoulders  of  the  individual  officer  and  his  success  or  other" 
v/is9  can  only  be  judged  in  fairly  general  terms.  Housing  in  the 
pi’ivate  sector  is  perhaps  one  field  where  results  are  more 
tangible  and  here  I think  it  is  reasonable  to  claim  that  much 
lias  been  o.chieved  in  the  ih'ainti'ee  Rural  District  over  the  years. 
Sluir.o,  as  they  are  regarded  in  larger  towns  or  cities  are 
virtuaHly  non-existent , altliough  tlxere  are  still  a number  of 
d’..ollings  whi.ch  do  not  meet  the  standard  of  fitness  required  by 
ti  e lioi’siug  Acts.  The  policy  of  trying  to  achieve  repair  and 
i .’iipro  ve-rneii  t of  older  dv/eJ. lings  where  practicable  as  distinct 
from  deii’.o  1 i tion  and  clearance  has  I am  sure  paid  off  handsomely, 
a.nd  J.oo!  lag  around  tbc  District  to-day  at  many  x'lroperties  as  they 
nov;  f;\i  t , it  is  almost  ini'iossible  to  remember  them  as  they  were 
•■o'ver.'jl  years  ri.go.  Rossiiily  a groatex'  use  of  plio  tog'raphy  to 
provi.de  a pertiianent  recoi'd  ivfould  Iiave  been  worth  while.

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’’Ahat  of  the  future?  1973  v;ill  invevitably  show  son\o 
diminution  in  roiitine  v.'ork  due  to  the  time  spent  by  various 
officers  in  connection  with  Loc^vl  Government  Re-orgcinisation . 
This  is  essential  if  the  departments  of  the  five  Aut/hoi’i t ies 
forming  the  new  Braintree  District  Council  ai-e  to  be  brought 
smoothly  together  by  the  1st  April,  197^*  Beyond  that  date 
it  is  probably  better  to  keep  an  open  mind.  The  formation  of 
larger  units  of  Local  Government  will  bring  x>roblems,  i.e, 
extended  lines  of  communication,  loss  of  local  and  personal 
contact,  etc.,  but  1 am  confident  that  these  and  other 
problems  can  and  will  be  overcome,  given  the  right  spirit 
and  a little  time.  The.re  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  new 
ei'a  soon  to  be  entered  into  will  be  an  interesting  challenge 
both  to  officers  and  members  of  the  new  Coun.cil  alike. 

In  conclusion,  I must  thank  the  officers  respon.sible  for 
providing  the  information  on  Drainage  and  Sewerage  and  Water 
Supplies;  and  m.y  thanks  and  appr eciat j.on  to  all  Officers  of 
the  Council  for  their  help  and  cc^opex'ation  in  the  past;  to 
Councillors  for  their  interest  and  support,  and  by  no  means 
least  to  my  staff  for  their  loyalty  and  efficient  manner  in 
which  they  have  so  readily  carried  out  their  duties.

This  section  oT  the  report  .is  based  lai’gely  on  information 
su'-'plied  by  the  Colchester  V/ater  Board  who  are  cuxvrently  respon- 
sible foi’  the  provision  and  maintenance  of  a pure  atid  adequate 
supply  of  water  throughout  the  district.  Present  records  are 
kept  in  a different  manner  to  those  of  this  Council  prior  to 
April  1969  and  tlierefore  makes  it  impossible  to  give  se]3arate 
information  for  the  Bra-intree  Rural  District  on  some  aspects. 
Also  the  figui'es  quoted  are  for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1973 
and  not  the  calendar  year  of  1972. 

Once  eigain,  the  supplies  remained  generally  satisfactory  in 
both  qi.iantity  and  qucility,  but  apart  from  the  usual  complaints 
of  lact:  of  pressure,  total  loss  of  v/atex^  due  to  bursts  and  other 
circumstances  etc.,  there  was  a considerable  increcxse  in  the 
number  of  complaiiTts  of  taint  and  oi'  smell.  These  were  invosti-' 
gated  locally  as  well  as  being  referred  to  the  V/ater  Board  tind 
v;ere  usually  found  to  be  associated  with  over  chlorination. 

Twenty-seven  samples  of  water  were  taken  by  the  Council's 
Officers  during  the  year  from  supplies  within  the  District  and 
l,25-'l-  by  the  Board  from  the  whole  of  their  area.  Of  the  Ixitter 
1.193  -were  satisfactory,  9 suspicious,  and  h'J  unsatisfactory. 

Of  the  47  unsatisfactory  samples  17  ^^'ere  taken  fr'em  the  rav/ 
water  at  Terling  Springs,  a.  fact  wiiich  is  not  really  surprising 
in  view  of  the  past  history  of  this  supply.  Howevex’ , the  gas 
chlor in.a toi'  at  these  works  is  qxiite  capable  of  taking  care  of 
any  likely  contamination  and  the  sxipply  is  further  protected 
by  £i.n  automrxtic  cxit-out  which  stops  the  puinps  if  the  chlorinatoi' 
sho'.-ild  fail  .

as  it  passes  into  supply,  v/hilst.  the  majox'ity  of  othcx’  soxu'ces 
ei-e  chlorirmtod  to  give  residual  of  0,2  p.p.m.

It  is  pleasing  to  report  some  real  progress  in  the  provision 
of  new  schemes  during  the  year. 

The  Great  Sciliiig  and  Shalford  Scheme  wtis  completed  in  July 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year  a considerable  number  of  properties  in 
bo  til  villages  were  connected  with  the  result  that  seven  small 
estate  plants  were  removed. 

The  new  treatment  ■'■/orks  at  White  Notley  was  also  completed 
in  July  and  the  o].d  iv’orks  demolished. 

Tliis  also  enabled  two  temporary  estate  plants  to  be  removed 
as  the  properties  v/ere  connected  to  the  sewerage  system. 

^'ork  on  the  3radv/ell  and  Stisted  vScheme  was  commenced  in 
September  and  by  tlie  end  of  the  year  good  progress  had  been  made. 
This  scheme  should  be  completed  by  the  end  of  1973 • 

The  one  'emaining  major  scheme  still  not  actually  commenced 
at  the  end  of  1972  is  the  largest  one  of  all,  the  Coggoshall, 
Kol’'''odon  and  Feering  Sclieme. 

Reference  has  been  m.ade  in  previous  reports  on  the  slow 
orogT’ess  ill  tlie  preparation  of  this  very  important  scheme, 
hov/ovor,  by  the  end  of  the  year  some  further  progress  had  been

The  problem  was  rapidly  so3-ved  by  more  frequent  desiudging 
of  the  h'..imus  tank.

Ip-  quite  a fow  instances  there  was  considerable  delay 
between  detectioi\  or  notification  cind  actual  rei'.ioval  bnt  tJ-iis 
was  dn.e  in  almost  every  case  to  protracted  identification  of 
owners,  and  Police  and  Hire  Purchase  enqviiries. 

Routine  clearance  coped  adeqxiately  with  the  comparaitively 
small  amount  of  indiscriminate  dumiping  although  there  v;as  a 
sudden  upsurge  just  after  Christmas.

Last  year  it  'i/as  reported  that  there  were  hopeful 
indications  ox  extensive  redevelopment  in  connections  with  the 
only  ind^istry  within  the  District  that  has  persistently  given 
rise  to  cor.iniaint s of  smoke  and  grit  emissions  over  the  years. 
Unf  or  innately  tJiis  redevelop;r.ent  did  not  take  place  with  the 
result  t’lat  the  unsatisfactory  emissions  continued  although 
complaints  were  not  frequent.  Unless  this  work  is  proceeded 
with  reasonably  soon  the  Council  may  be  foi'ced  into  taking  legal 
action .

Each  cot:iplaint  was  investigated  tlioroughly , either  within  the 
District  or  with  the  co-opei'a  tion  of  the  Authority  concerned. 

Ov/ing  to  the  lack  of  evidence;  passage  of  tlie  offending 
product  through  too  mo.ny  hands,  unwillingness  of  complciinant  to 
give  evidence  in  court,  no  formal  proceedings  v/ere  instituted 
but  a strong  v/ai’ning  given  to  t’le  offending  producers. 

It  is  still  considered  fairly  certain  that  there  must  be 

many  more  cases  that  are  not  reported  to  the  Departtnent.  It  is 

essontiai  to  notify  such  cases  in  order  to  help  the  Authority  in 
its  efforts  to  produce  and  maintain  satisf ac toi^y  food  products.
